Back in 1940 a group of employes 
who had the needs and welfare of their 
fellow workers in mind got together 
and formed the Sprague Electric 
Credit Union with $68.50 capital 
supplied by the group which included: 
FlUvnrih Griffin Harry Cassidy 
Helen Albine, August Lindquist. Harry 
Lovett, Stanley Denoyan, Loran Un¬ 
derwood, Loretta Plan key, Crawford 
Bellows, Ida Marceau, Lars Anderson, 
Leo Lemoine, Howard Sherman, Lydia 
Plankey, Roderick MacAlpinc, Theo- 
philc Rondeau and Maurice Chonard. 
Their by-laws slate clearly the object of 
the Credit Union as “wholly coopera¬ 
tive being organized solely for the 
promotion of thrift among its members 
by accumulation of their savings in 
small amounts and the loaning of such 
accumulation to its members lor 
provident purposes." 

Since its beginning the Credit Union 
has grown rapidly until now it requires 
the services of two full-time workers to 
keep its affairs in order. T hey are 
Joan Bryce and Gloria Pedrin of the 
Beaver Street Office who, under the 
guidance and supervision of Stanley 
Denoy an and Lars Andersen, take care 
of our money for us. On our part it is 
all very simple. We simply express our 
desire to save a little of our paycheck 
each week, sign an application blank, 
and the clerks do the rest. 

The first evidence we receive of 
having a savings account is a small pass 


book in which to keep a record of our 
weekly savings. Any time we wish 
to have the book checked we send it up 
to Joan and she returns it to us after 
bringing it up to date. Our checks 
each week show the pay roll deduction

In nthn 
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necessity of our handling the money is 
eliminated - saying is automatic. 

As soon as we have five dollars in the 
hank, we own a share of the Credit 
Union and are eligible for whatever 
dividend will he paid that year, pro¬ 
vided we leave our money there until 
interest accrues. II, however, we find 
we need the money and wish to draw il 
out of the hank, tie sign a withdrawal 
slip which is sent to the Credit Union 
Department. A check lor the amount 
we wish to withdraw is sent to the 
respective plants. 

II we wish to borrow money, and 
one must he a member, owning one 
five-dollar share to get a loan, we sign 
an application which is submitted to 
the Credit Cotrunitlee for approval. 
Upon approval if goes to the Treasurer 
whose capable helpers send out a check 
to the borrower. If the loan is for 
more than one Hundred dollars, the 
borrower must have a co-signer, some¬ 
one who is employed at Sprague’s and 
who meets the requirements. The re¬ 
quirements for both borrower and co¬ 
signer are based on length of service 
with the Company, dependability as

workers and credit reputation. We 
may borrow up to $300 with a co¬ 
signer and up to SI.000 with proper 
collateral. 

The Credit Union, which operates 
under State Hanking Laws, has its 
accounts audited by the State Hoard 
of Bank Examiners at the same time 
they audit accounts for the local banks. 
Sprague Electric Company has no 
voice in Credit Union affairs except to 
pay for the services of the full-time 
clerks who take care of the accounts. 

While the business of our saving a 
little each week is automatic, the 
Credit Union does not function quite so 
easily. Its progress is due to the 
conscientious efforts of its officers and 
directors who serve without pay. It’sa 
cooperative business in which thex- 
have confidence and in whose principals 
they believe. Our money is safe with 
the Credit Union, and efficient opera¬ 
tion will keep it safe. 

The Credit Union is also issuing 
agent for Series-E (iovernment Savings 
Bonds and has a total issue value 
record of $995,263.34. The officers 
and directors would like to see those 
figures grow so it's something for us to 
keep in mind as another way to save 
money. 

During the nine years of ojH-ration 
the Credit Union has loaned 8542.- 
392.22 to members. Dividends liavt 


been paid each year last year at the 
rale of 2J percent. 

As the figures indicate, our Credit 
Union performs a vital service to 
Sprague employes and their families 
and illustrates what friendly coopera¬ 
tive effort can accomplish in monc\
